MAJOR HEADACHE 

According to these reports, not 
only has frontal resistance in Rus- 
sia exceeded that which the Ger- 
mans expected but harassment of 
the long Nazi communication lines 
by Soviet forces behind the main 
fighting front is turning into a 
major German headache.

Publisher Urges

NEW YORK, July 18 — (CP)— 
William B. Ziff, publisher of the 
United States magazines “Flying”

-+ Pield-Marshal Hermann Goering, is 


in disgrace and under arrest. The 
Soviet radio asserts that Goering, 
Nazi number two, is under house 
arrest because he opposed the Ger- 
man attack on Russia. 

The broadcasts, picked up 
London, quote Stockholm advices 


that there is much discontent in in- 
fluential German industrial quar- 
ters because of Goering’'s elimina- 
tien. The number two Nazi has 
long been regarded as leader of the 
Conservative Nazi wing. 

It is asserted that the Gestapo 
chief, Heinrich Himmler, has col- 
lected large quantities of com- 
promising material against Goering. 
And it is understood that Himmler 
wants to get rid of him quickly and 
finally. 

However, it is reported that Hitler 
is afraid that influential friends of 
Goering, including not only indus- 
trial Jeaders but members of the 
storm troop organization, might 
cause trouble. Therefore, Hitler is 
said to desire to settle the matter 
amicably.

Science, Mechanics Have Not Made Soldier A Robot 


Individual Soldier’s Value| 
Surprise Of Tank Warfare’s, 
Swift, Spectacular Assault 


te 


The following is the first in 
a series of articles dealing with 
Canada’s new armored. forma- 
tions.

OTTAWA, July 18. — To the 
Canadian student of military his- 
tory and professional soldier, 
none of the tactical features of the 
present fast-moving war on land, 
which so startled the world, was 
a surprise. He was not aston- 
ished when the wholesale sub- 
stitution of machines for men in 
today’s armies resulted in the 
offensive hecoming too powerful 
for the defence. All military 
minds agreed at the finish of. the 
last war that it was certain to 
come about in the natural course 
of the tank's development as a 
weapon. Canadian soldiers fore- 
saw it in the tank’s dubious in- 
troduction to the battlefield on 
September 15, 1916. They then*® 
watched their predictions being 
confirmed in the massed tank 
attacks of Cambrat and Amiens. 
Nor was there any surprise to the 
{maginative strategist in the speed 
and sweep of today’s offensives 


through lavish use of armored 
fighting vehicles and motorized 
infantry. ‘The revolution. to ar- 


morplate, wheels and gasoline made 
it inevitable. Every feature of the 
German's blitzkrieg tactics of 1939 
and 1940, except the “fifth column”, 
and including attack by tanks and 
motorized infantry under low- 
flying airplanes, was practiced in| 
the British army as early as 1926 
and 1927 


NEW IMPORTANCE 


What does astonish is that the 
transformation of armies from foot- 
soldiers to wheeled troops, and the 
dominant position of massive en-| 
gines of war as the major offensive 
weapon, has tremendously increas- 
ed boih the value and the import- 
ance of each individual soldier. 
Mechanical talent and technical 
training are not wasted, independ- 
ent minds and natural abilities of 
leadership have scope, even in the 
tanks of today’s Canadian army. 

For years it was predicted that 
the coming of mechanized-war 
would see the world’s armies so 
completely given over to scientific 
attributes that machines, chemicals, | 
radio beams, delicate instruments | 
and precision weapons, would turn 
the soldier into a mere automaton. 
He would only be a robot for the! 
scientist. 

Instead, the opposite has happen- 
ed. It is true that mechanization 
has forced the modern army to man 
itself with skilled mechanics, tech- 
nicians and specialists. But the in- 
dividual courage, resource and in- 
itiative of the ordinary soldier of 
today’s armies have a far greater 
value and a more direct result on | 
the outcome of an operation than 
in any previous military age. In 
the swift, far-ranging assaults of 
mechanized war, which sees small 
fighting units operating far from 
the base of contro] and decision, 
the quality of leadership in the 
junior officers and. non-commis- 
sioned officers is a first guarantee | 
of success. 


THE NEW EFFICIENCY 

Lightning execution of orders and 
an immediate grasp of the meaning 
and intention of an order during 
the course of an action was always 
the mark of the good soldier, But 
today it can win or lose major 
battles, Intelligence and a quick 
mind, rather than parade-square 
precision, is the hall-mark of the 
efficient modern warrior, 

It was those identical native 
eharacteristics which gave the Can- 
adian soldier of the last’ war his 
historic offensive ability and which, 
in turn, gave the Canadian Corps 
its formidable shock-troop repulta- 
tion in the offensive battles of 1918. 
Because it was a Canadian habit to 
think independently, they thought 
for themselves in the confusion and 
tumult of action, It was their nature 
to improvise and invent, so they 
surmounted * surprise obstacles by 
developing unorthodox tactics as 
eustom-shackled troops could never 
have done. The Canadian subaltern 
and N.C.O. were seldom at a loss

Retired C.P.R. 
Fuel Agent For 
West Succumbs 


WINNIPEG, July 18—Ernest 
Humphrys, 72, retired fuel agent 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Western Lines, died from a heart 
attack suffered late Wednesday 
afternoon when he was returning 
home after visiting old friends in 
the C.P.R. offices. Mr. Humphrys 
resided at 6 Dorchester aparst- 
ments.

He joined the Canadian Pacific 
Railway as a clerk in the mechani- 
cal department in August‘, 1897, at 
Donald, B.C., moving in promotion 
to Vancouver and Revelstoke in 
May, 1904. He was appointed chief 
clerk to the assistant to the vice- 
president, William Cross, and four 
years later became chief clerk to 
the superintendent of motive power 
on the company’s western lines.

In August, 1913, promotion again 
brought him to the position of fuel 
agent at Calgary in 1915. He was 
transferred to Winnipeg as district 
storekeeper for Manitoba and two 
years forward was made fuel agent 
at Winnipeg. In 1929 he was raised 
to the position of general fue) agent 
for the C.P.R, Western Lines with 
headquarters still in Winnipeg. He 
retired according to the company's 
regulations June 30, 1929. 

Educated at Sherborne public 
school in England he pursued fur- 
ther studies until coming to Canada 
at 20. Early records from his rail- 
way career reveal a love of music 
which prompted him to gather 
C.P.R, construction groups around 
him in British Columbia for or- 
chestra enjoyment and much talent 
was discovered among railroaders 
of those early days

Sinking ships is a game that both 
sides can play at, and are doing so. 
Naturally we hear much about the de- 
struction done by enemy raiders in 
their campaign to starve Britain, not 
80 much about the destruction of enemy 
ships. But this, too, is going on all the 
time, and heavily reduces the net ad- 
vantage gained by the Axis in the ship- 
ping war. 

One afternoon this week, R.A.F. 
bombers caught a Nazi convoy slinking 
along the “invasion coast’ and some 
freighters lying in harbors. They sank 
and wrecked seventeen vessels with a 
total tonnage of between 90,000 and 
100,000 tons. In addition they more or 
less damaged five others, with a ton- 
nage of from 40,000 to 45,000. The same 
day another squadron of bombers sight- 
ed an Italian convoy in the Mediter- 
ranean, sank an 8,000-ton ship and 
scored a direct hit on another. 

All told 140,000 tons or more of 
Axis shipping was destroyed or put out 
of commission in a single day. In the 
whole month of June the enemy sank 
329,000 tons of British, Allied and neu- 
tral shipping. Considering the rela- 
tively small number of Axis merchant 
vessels, and the trifling number which 
venture into the open sea, the gangsters 
are losing far more ships and tonnage 
than they are destroying.

Moscow admitted Thursday that a 
German panzer division had pushed as 
far as Smolensk, 235 miles from Mos- 
cow. As German headquarters claim- 
ed no farther advance, this apparently 
was the point of farthest penetration. 
Both communiques said fierce fighting 
was proceeding there. 

In the north and in the south the 
invaders were seemingly making slow 
headway, if any. Nazi-Rumanian 
forces driving for Kiev were reported 
still in Bessarabia, which was Rumanian 
territory until a few months ago. The 
drive for Leningrad was apparently 
driving nowhere in particular. And on 
both sectors desperate fighting was 
reported and officially admitted. 

Toward the end of the fourth week 
of war the situation therefore appeared 
to be that the Nazis had still not made 
a clear break through the Russian de- 
fences, got within striking distance of 
any of their three objectives, or demor- 
alized the Russian army at any vital 
point. And with a prospect that 260 


miles of hard fighting still separates | 


the invaders from their nearest goal. 

An Ankara, German officials say the 
Russian campaign is the last enterprise 
Herr Hitler intends to undertake this 
year. That looks like a good guess. If 
he can't get to Moscow in four weeks, 
how long will it take him to get to the 
Urals, over “scorched land” in face of a 
stubbornly resisting foe, and with leng- 
thening lines of communications? So 
far as it has gone the conquest of Rus- 
sia certainly looks like a full summer's 
re a Russian winter at the end of 
t.

One of the worth-while exhibits at 
the Fair this year is that of the Domin- 
jon department of agriculture.

Conservation of soil fertility, soil 
moisture, and the ability of soil to give 
a systained yield are matters which 
should receive the earnest attention of 
all classes of people in Canada, whether 
they live on the land or in cities be- 
cause all will be affected by the out- 
come, There is work and conservation 
to be carried out in every section of the 
Dominion. Boy Scouts and Girl Guides 
and other organizations are undertak- 
ing numerous important programs in 
this connection. Books on the subject 
are available in all libraries. But there is 
too great an indifference to this vital 
matter, 

Conservation does not mean the 
keeping out of use of our natural re- 
sources, but means the wise and prudent 
use of these so that yields of farm 
a will be sustained, that yields of 
timber and pulp wood will be sustained 
through reforestation, that yields of 
game and fur bearing animals will be 
Sustained by the setting aside of game 
preserves, that yields of fish will be sus- 
tained by preventing the pollution of 
Streams and by proper restocking.

66,500 Volunteers 


In the two months ending last Sa- 
turday 48,000 men offered themselves 
for enlistment in Canada’s Active army. 
In the same two.months 15,000 men 
joined the air force and 3,500 joined 
the navy. A total of 66,500 men thus 
volunteered for service in Canada’s 
fighting forces anywhere in the world. 
For the army, while 32,000 were asked 
for, more than 34,000 passed the doc- 
tors and were enrolled. 

During the first of the two months, 
public attention was fixed on the rais- 
ing of a $600,000,000 war loan, 80 in- 
tently that subscriptions totalled more 
than $800,000,000. That the loan cam- 
paign interfered with the recruiting 
campaign is beyond question. Enlist- 
ments picked up rapidly after the loan 
campaign ended. But for this distrac- 
tion the response to the appeal for men 
would without doubt have been far 
larger than it was. 

Even so, the response was one of 
which Canadians should be proud. With 
300,000 men already in the fighting 
forces, and attractive offers of employ- 
ment everywhere, it is splendid proof 
of healthy patriotism that enough men 
to make up two full infantry divisions, 
with all ancillary troops, applied to join 
up in a two-month period. There is 
nothing the matter with the young 
Canadians of today, as there was noth- 
ing the matter with their fathers who 
stepped into the ranks twenty-odd years 
ago. 

After this remarkable demonstra- 
tion of voluntarism, who is to say men 
must be conscripted for oversea service 
if the required numbers are to be ob- 
tained? That is an open and self-evi- 
dent libel which Canadian manhood 
should and will resent.

Commissar System Restored 


Political Snoopers, Once Discard. * 


ed, Sent Back to Bedevil 
Russian Army 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Reports that Soviet Russia has restored 
the system of political commissars for the 
Red Army must be regarded with some 
misapprehension, 

The Russian radio, as heard in London 
and Switzerland, says the commissars will 
conduct a “ruthless struggle against all 
cowards, panic-mongers and deserters.” 

This might be taken to 
mean that there has been 
some breakdown in dis- 
cipline among Stalin's 
troops. 

hese commissars, who 
divided control with the 
regular officers and kept 
the army politically- 
minded, were abolished 
after the Russo-Finnish 
war of 1939-40. , 

In that winter ci 
paign, the commissars 
Harold L. Welt were blamed for contri- 
buting largely to the confusion that re- 
sulted when the Finns showed themselves 
much stronger than Moscow had believed. 

There followed, apparently, a fierce 
struggle between the military and political 
factions for authority, The former won 
out. e 

Now the Moscow radio is quoted as say- 
ing that all battalions, brigades and divi- 
sions will be assigned political commissars 
who will countersign all orders of the com- 
manding officers and share responsibility 
with them. 

Needless to say, this system tends to 
undermine the confidence of an officer 
whose responsibility it is to make decisions 
in the heat of battle, since there is always 
the political commissar snooping about and 
ready to send in an unfavorable report to 
the Kremlin if he does not like the way 
bic are being done. 

his system puts a double onus on the 
officer who has legitimate ambition. He 
must at once be a good military man and a 
good politician. 
Will Stalin Go? 

Ever since the war began, there has 
been considerable talk in all countries that 
whatever may be the result of the Russo- 
German struggle, win, ldse or draw, Stalin 
is through. 

Those subscribing to this theory say 
that in order to win, Stalin has to give 
much greater power to the army than has 
hitherto been the casé¢, and that, once feel- 
ing itself sufficiently powerful, the army 
would take revenge for the purge of the 
Red Army leadership carried out ‘by Stalin 
several years ago

You must go far away to get news of 
home. In Vancouver last week, at a meet- 
ing of the Pacific Northwest Veterinary 
Medical Association, I learned why pigs 
fatten on Alberta coal, and not on some 
other coals, 

Dr. A. Lloyd Jones, anima] pathologist 
for the Alberta Government, was among 
the speakers and he sang the virtues of 
Alberta coal for pigs. Alberta coal-fed pigs 
are fatter and have a better “bloom” than 
pigs that are‘denied coa] diet. Many other 
coals—Iowa coal for instance—has no 
beneficial effect. Presumably there is some 
element in Alberta coal, not found in all 
other coals, that helps the glandular sys- 
tem of the pig. Ground limestone and sul- 
phur, which pigs refuse to touch by them- 
selves, ate known to be good for pigs. 
Alberta coal has both these substences. 

Perhaps there's solid science behind the 
habit of the East Indian wrestler, Jatrinda 
Gobar Singh, who told me he trains on 
gold leaf and almonds for strength. Gobar 
is a Cambridge graduate and tendered the 
suggestion that the gold leaf acts as a cata- 
lyst. He says most of the East Indian 
wrestlers and strong men gold-leaf their 
insides when training. I'd try a gold-leaf 
diet if I could do as Gobar did, and break 
Strangler Lewis's headlocks by lifting his 
265 lb. body and hurling him into the 
ropes.

Totalitarian Blather Not New; .. 


Ancient Philosophers 
Said It Too 


By ARTHUR WALEY 

Totalitarianism triumphed briefly in 

China under the Ch'in dynasty during 
the latter half of the third century B.C. 
Ideas from the writings of the philo- 
sophers of the time might have been 
culed from the speeches of modern 
dictators. 

One of the principles of government 
at that date was mutual espionage. The 
people were to be organized into groups 
who were mutually responsible for each 
other agd were obliged to denounce é€ach 
other's crimes. When every requirement 
of the ruler has been embodied in law and 
the penalties of disobedience have 
made sg heavy that no one dares to incur 
them, the ruler can sink deep into his 
cushions and enjoy himself. 

What prevents the people spontane- 
ously falling in with the ruler’s plans is 
that he takes a long view, whéreas they 
take a short one. He knows that by 
sacrificing every other activity to food- 
production and preparation for war a state 
can become so strong that at every battle 
it will overthrow the enemy's army, at 
every attack capture a walled city, and at 
last secure complete submission on every 
hand. The ruler’s subjects, on the other

Now 
consider this: it has taken six months to 
rise from 500 million to a billion a month 
but in the next twelve months the program 
calls for a rise from one billion to three 
billions a month. 


Drugged by Figures 

We are ali £0 drugged by figures that it 
is not easy to imagine the scale and scope 
of the effort this will require. But we can 
begin to get some notion when we rememe 
ber that already there are shortages in 
many materials, in power, in transporta- 
tion, in skilled labor and in managerial 
ability. To rise from a defense output of 
one billion a month to three billions will 
require a reduction of civilian consumption 
on a scale which has not yet been even 
partially explained to the people. 

This is the sense in which the public is 
not being adequately informed about dee 
fense; no one in authority in Washington 
has begun to make clear how before the 
year is out, the defense program will ree

On what other ground can one 
explain the well nigh scandalous fact that 
in the first six months of 1941 as compared 
with the same months of 1940 there were 
sold to civilians 35 per cent more auto- 
mobiles, 42 per cent more refrigerators, 51 
per cent more electric ranges? For until 
the materials, the machines, the labor and 
the management that went to produce this 
boom in luxuries are diverted to defense, 
we are trifling with defense. 

Every one in Washington knows this 
and admits it, But because it is not ure 
gently enough and fully enough appre- 
ciated by the President and his advisers, 
by Congress, or by the rest of us, nothing 
is really done to set up officials with auth- 
ority to take the necessary measures, The 
greatest problem of defense is really no- 
body’s business in Washington because the 
problem hag not been clear) grasped, But 
it will have to be grasped, For now we are 
entering the period when the defense in- 
dustries are able to produce on a large 
seale, and they will be stalled for lack of 
materials and services unless the obstruc- 
tions nf civilian consumption are resolutely 
cleared away,

“QGURE," said the big ex-first base- 
man. “Please say for me that 
a grander fellow and a better first 
baseman never lived. What hap- 
pened had to happen sooner or 
later. We all must pass on. It hap- 
pened a little sooner in my case 
than it might have because Gehrig 
was such an unstoppable natural. 

“I remember, of course,” he 
continued, “how and when it all 
happened.

Major J, H. Gainor, M.C., district 
recruiting officer, M.D, No, 13, who 
has been a city visitor for the last 
several days, has returned south. 
Prior to leaving he expressed his 
satisfaction with the results, not 
only of the special drive for 32,000 
new men, which: more than went 
over the top, with Alberta obtain- 
ing 107 per cent of its quota, but 
also with the progress of the 18th 
quota. 

Although lists were opened in 
this quota only last Saturday, al- 
ready more than one-half the men 
have been enlisted. The total is 759 
and more than 500 have been ob- 
tained.

They can be 
provided with such training in the 
army trade schools. 

Practically all branches of the 
service need men. Army pay, living

Thicken the liquid with 
a little flour mixed to a paste with 
cold water and serve \t as sauce 
with the meat.
